scientists and inventors the undeniable 
fact remains-clear and plain that no one 
the world over can approach American 
industry for its efficiency and accom- 
plishments. And this truth exists without 
slave driven labor but under the freest 
conditions and the most wholesome sur- 
roundings. 


The explanation is not difficult to find. 


We have applied to the creation of the 
necessities ?nd conveniences of life the 
most scientific principles of mechanized 
production. We add to that a country 
completely covered with electric power. 
The jesult is a low cost per unit that 
cannot be equaled'in the world in spite 
of the fact that our labor receives from 
two to four times as much as that paid 
labor in Europe.

The Big Cities Send Their Bill 


Trinity Church in New York has al- 


ways been pictured as an institution roll- 
ing in wealth because it was known to 
own some important real estate near Wall 
Street given to it 150 years ago.

condition and presents the twisted prob- 
lem of a great city like New York with 
its taxes going up, its income either sta- 
tionary or falling and its political gangs 
still sapping its strength with a multitude 
of rackets and a score of chiseling opera- 
tions.

valuable, rentable property. And these 
taxes have become a groaning burden. 
Fixed at $523,842 for 1935 they have risen 
steadily year after year until in 1939 they 
exceeded the 1935 figure by nearly 30 
per cent. 


When income goes down and the cost 


of maintenance goes up relief must be ob- 
tained somehow and somewhere or col- 
lapse is obvious. 


How better to obtain relief than to 


find it in the national government? Some 
scheme must be figured out, in addition 
to all those in operation, whereby Wash- 
ington can present money to New York 
City and save that great municipality from 
choking its own citizens to death. 


If the national government will some- 


how furnish the money it will thus per- 
mit the rest of us to be honored by con- 
tributing to sustain the monstrously im- 
practical and extremely costly situations 
created by the great cities.

He called up Hyde Park and 
bluntly insisted that "Hopkins is out." And he 
was. A half hour later, White House Secretary 
Bill Hassett summoned newsmen and told them 
Hopkins would not be present at the conference 
between Roosevelt and Wallace.

DECENTRALIZED SET-UP 


Working at high speed behind the scenes for 


his taking over of the National Chairmanship, 
Flynn has completely reorganized the Demo- 
cratic campaign machinery.

tion. 


Instead of the central headquarters occupying 


four hotel floors in Manhattan, which Farley 
bossed, Flynn will establish a number of re- 
gional offices to be under the direction of local 
leaders. Already decided on are the following: 


Eastern headquarters, located in New York, 


under Flynn himself; mid-western offices, in 
Chicago, under Paul McNutt; southern, in Bir- 
mingham, under Senator John Bankhead; Rocky 
Mountain, in Denver, under Senator Joe O'Ma- 
honey of Wyoming; southwestern, in a city yet 
to be selected, under Sam Rayburn, House floor 
leader and close friend of.

LET THERE BE LESS LIGHT 


One of the important anti-trust cases upon 


which the justice department is working quietly 
is the attempt of big utility companies to sup- 
press the use of electric light bulbs using less 
current, and thus reducing the housewife's elec- 
tric light bills. 


What the justice department has unearthed 


is the fact that the General Electric Company 
was exhibiting at the New York World's Fair a 
new fluorescent bulb which generates the same 
amount of light as a standard bulb on less than 
one-third the amount of power. 


However, some of the utility companies learn- 


ed o£ this and asked General Electric to with- 
draw the exhibit. Obviously if the public began 
using this type of bulb, it would mean the low- 
ering of electric light consumption and loss of 
revenue to the utilities. General Electric com- 
plied with the request. 


The utility companies also have issued instruc- 


tions not to permit any promotion or advertise- 
ment of this new type of light bulb, and one 
magazine advertisement was rewritten in order 
to comply with this policy.

Madison—I should like to recount 


some of the observations I have 
made of state government opera- 
tions and methods, particularly in 
comparison with those used in pri- 
vately owned companies. 


In many respects, state govern- 


ment can be likened to that of in- 
dustry. Industry has its stockhold- 
ers, its board of directors, and its 
officers, with authority delegated in 
that order. These can be compared 


, to the voters, the legislative bodies 


; and the state officials respectively. 


However, insofar as state govern- 


ment is concerned, we must assume 
that there are certain 
restrictive 


measures imposed upon certain de- 
partmental activities. Thus it is pos- 
sible that a lack of coordinated ef- 
fort may result, notwithstanding 
complete cooperation among the de- 
partments affected. 


I 
Asa in, legislative appropriations 


are made for the carrying on of ac- 
tivities of the individual depart- 
ments on a biennial basis. These 
budgets are always set immediately 
following the election of state of- 
ficers. This means, therefore, that a 
department head is asked to antici- 
pate his needs covering a period of 
at least two and one half years. In- 
dustry never attempts to set its 
budgets beyond a manufacturing 
season or not to exceed one year, 
and even then industrial budgets 
are made sufficiently flexible so 
that conditions beyond the control 
of a department can be 'met. Gov- 
ernmental appropriations in some 
instances are for 
specific sums, 


while other appropriations are aug- 
mented by fees received by the var- 
ious departments. 


In any case, whether or not it was 


so intended, the effect has been to 
highly individualize 
the 
depart- 


ments, with the result that they 
have been obliged to maintain rec- 
ords far in excess of those which 
are kept by a department in an in- 
dustrial concern. 


In industry, regardless of the 


spread of its activities, it is gener- 
ally customary to maintain, for ex- 
ample, one accounting department 
and one payroll department, while 
in state operations, individual ac- 
counting and pay roll installations 
are maintained by each department. 
Under such circumstances it is man- 
ifestly impossible to conduct these 
operations as efficiently or econom- 
ically as they can be conducted cen- 
trally, as in industry. 


The idea of centralization is also 


carried out with extremely bene- 
ficial results in industrial purchas- 
ing. Here an adequate staff of train- 
ed buyers is maintained. Contrasted 
to this is the state method of per- 
mitting each department head to do 
much of his own buying. Consider- 
able progress has been made to- 
ward centralizing this activity, but 
it has by no means reached the 
point of efficiency to which it can 
be extended. 


Budgetary 
control 
is another 


function in which state govern- 
ment has not kept pace with indus- 
try, although industry originally ob- 
tained the idea of budgets from the 
stale and federal governments. 


Industrial budgets are set only 


after long periods of careful study 
and are based on accurate records 
of past performance, together with 
the best possible forecast of future 
activities. In addition, accurate rec- 
ords of actual performance, as com- 
pared to budgetary forecasts, are 
prepared at frequent intervals, and 
furnished to the various 
depart- 


ments for their guidance. 


State budgets are difficult to es- 


tablish on an illigent basis because 
on the average departments do 
not maintain records of sufficient 
clarity. 


In addition, the legislature, act- 


ing without sufficient information, 
often makes changes in budgets al- 
ready established with the result 
that the budgets are practically ren- 
dered useless for the purpose for 
which they were originally intend- 
ed. 


In short industrial budgets act as 


a guide post to the management for 
the purpose of effecting better fi- 
nancial control as well as more ef- 
ficient operations.

Piecing known parts of the 
puzzle together, it is safe to con- 
jecture that the Northland is off on 
a scouting or observation cruise—a 
sort of detective of the Greenland 
seaways. 


It is something of a known se- 


cret that the.United States has a ra- 
dio station in Greenland, presum- 
ably controlled cither by the army 
or navy. It is considered likely tha't 
the orders of the Northland will in- 
clude contact with operators there 
and probably a survey of the south- 
ern coast of Greenland from the 
standpoint of western hemisphere 
defense. 


Famous Among Cutters 


The Greenland junket will be just 


another leaf in the log of one of the 
most famous of the U. S. 
coast 


guard cutters. 


For some summers, the Northland 


has been in the Bering Sea patrol. 
Following the ice floes north in the 
spring along the coast of Alaska, the 
boat would cut west along the Aleu- 
tians and visit the ports of those 
sparsely populated stepping stones 
to within hailing distance of Russia. 


It has sometimes been called "the 


Eskimo marrying boat," and again 
"the law west of Seward." 


The reason is that these islands, 


with their tiny Eskimo communi- 
ties, are isolated throughout the 
year and have no other contact with 
the outside world than the annual 
cruises of the coast guard. 


The captain of the Northland (or 


of whatever cutter might be making 
the cruise now) thus became, cx- 
officio, the only justice of the peace 
ever to visit the islands. And it be- 
came his duty to bless with legal 
matrimony all those couples who, 
by tribal custom, had united in mar- 
riage during the winter. It wasn't 
unheard of for the captain to marry 
couples who had, as witnesses, off- 
spring a few months old. 


The Northland also carried a doc- 


tor and dentist and the boat tied up 
for days at these little Eskimo vil- 
lages while the natives came aboard 
for examinations and treatment. 


What the Northland will carry to 


Greenland is anybody's guess, for 
its crew and cargo have been given 
no publicity, but not even the Ber- 
ing Sea patrol, as strange as it is, 
can compare with this trip.

Personal Health Talks 
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CALCIUM SHORTAGE 


The diet of most Americans, ev- 


en the "well nourished class" or 
those whose food is restricted only 
by their own whims or habits, is 
more often 
deficient 
in calcium 


than in any other element. 


A fundamental reason for this 


calcium shortage is our low per 
capita consumption of milk which 
is the best of all sources of food 
calcium and phosphorus. Another 
reason is that most people are un- 
aware of the importance of salads, 
leafy vegetables, relishes, greens, 
raw vegetables in the diet—these 
arc 
second only 
to milk (and 


cheese) as food sources of calcium 
and phosphorus and besides they 
are excellent sources of vitamins A 
and C, both of which favor calcium 
storage and retention in the body. 
Vitamin D, of which milk, cream 
and butter are the richest natural 
food sources, is essential rather for 
the assimilation of calcium, whether 
from food or from medicinal pre- 
parations. 


Normally not more than one-half 


of the calcium ingested in food or 
medicine is assimilated. Thus even 
if the regular diet itself or the diet 
supplemented with medicinal cal- 
cium in some form provides the 
amount of calcium the body re- 
quires daily, there may still be a 
calcium shortage due to failure to 
assimilate all of the calcium. Hence 
the maintenance of optimal nutri- 
tion requires that each individual 
must ingest at least as much again 
as the estimated daily requirement 
of calcium for the individual under 
the particular circumstances. 


On the other hand there may be 


a calcium shortage, with its various 
manifestations which will be de- 
scribed later, in spite of the intake 
of twice as much calcium as the 
body needs daily, owing to insuffi- 
cient daily intake of vitamin D. 
which its indispensable for the ab- 
sorption and utilization of calcium.

Eels have beea called "snake- 


like fish," and that is what they 
really are. Many eels have small 
scales but even so their bodies are 
smooth to the touch, as are snakes. 


Eels swim after the manner of 


snakes, but go much faster. 


Usually a full grown eel is from 


two to four feet long. There are 
cases, however, of eels with a length 
of from six to 10 feet. 


The female eel 
grows 
larger 


than the'male. The difference may 
not amount to much, but among 
the conger eels it is very great 
The female conger may be more 
than twice the size of a male. 


Conger eels are the biggest in 


the family. Several are on record 
with a length of nine or 10 feet, 
and a weight of from 90 to 110 
pounds. 


A giant conger eel may have a 


body six inches thick. In its moulh 
are sharp, closely-placed teeth, and 
it can bite its enemies with great

force. If a fisherman pulls up such 
an eel, he should take great care.

Conger eels spend all their lives 


in the sea. In this way they differ 
[rom most other eels, which dwell 
in salt water only part of the time. 


Another eel which lives only in 


salt water is the "thread eel" or 
'snipe eel." It has a body hardly 
thicker than a lead pencil, but its 
length is from two to three feet 


Another queer type is the "spiny 


eel." Spiny eels live in rivers o* 
Africa and the East Indies. They 
have many sharp spines along the 
back. 


The jet black "gulper eel" is a 


deep sea fish. It grows to be five 
or six feet long, and is noted for 
iis strong appetite. 


The gulper has a big mouth, and 


its under jaw can be swung about 
freely. Sometimes this eel attacks 
fish which are too big for it to 
handle. A gulper was found dead 
at the surface of the
